AGAINST HUNGRY INSECT FOES 


The home gardener should prepare 


early to combat plant diseases and 
insect pests which practically cer- 
tain to appear .in his garden and 
which if not fought effectively will 
interfere seriously with yields 
or 


even destroy the crops. 
Provision 


to combat these foes of garden veg- 
etables is of equal importance with 
other phases of- gardening and under 
no circumstances should be neglect- 
ed. The wise gardener docs not wait 
for the appearance of insect and dis- 
eases, but takes steps against them 
by spraying.his plants at reasonable 
intervals, or by other protective 
measures, from early spring until 
his crops/have been harvested. 


Simple 
methods 
of 
protecting 


plants from the larger eating insects 
are to pick them, by hand or to 
knock them with a stick into' a pan 
containing water on which floats a 
;thin film of kerosenee. Insects col- 
lected by hand should be destroyed 
promptly. Some young' plants may 
be protected by setting over them 
wooden frames covered with mos- 
quito netting, wire mesh, or cheese- 
cloth. 


(If the home gardener finds it nec- 


essary to .adopt' .other-than .'these 
simplest methods' he should secure 
early in ihe season the" necessary 
implements and materials in-this an- 
ti-insect campaign.^ He Jnay need a 
substantial. hand sprayer '; and con- 
centrated solutions for spraying on 
the plants after dilution with water. 
Every effort 
should the preferred. 


Gardeners who. obtain a supply- of 
chemicals too' great for their needs 
can help by supplying the surplus to 
a neighbor. 


Diseases and Insects Grouped 
The diseases which affect garden 


plants 
may be 'divided'.into two 


groups, parasitic maladies, such as 
fhe blights, are caused by fungi or 
germs: and .usually -may. be prevent- 
ed or controlled by spraying with 
Bordeoux mixture. -Little is known, 
however, of the - sovcalled' constitu- 
tional diseases, and little can he 
done prevent their ravages. If some 
malady *nicn does not .yield' to 
treatment .with Bordeaux

purpose. ~~The substance ii poison- 
ous to persons as well as to insects 
and imust be used with ' care. 
It 


should not be applied to vegetables 
that are to toe, used soon. All veg- 
etables should be washed carefully 
before they arc eaten, regardless of 
whether they.have been sprayed. 


Most of the garden plants may be 


safeguarded against disease and at 
the same .time protected from attack 
by certain eating insects by spraying 
at intervals 
of two weeks with 
a 


combination 
of 'Bordeaux j mixture 


and arsenate of lead. 


Sucking insects, such a plant-lice, 


or "aphis," can not be 'killed by 
poisoning the surface of -the leaves 
and fruit, since they feed by punc- 
turing the plants and extracting the 
internal juices. Poisons which will 
kill by contact or. substances which 
envelop and smother the pests are, 
therefore, 
employed 
against 
the 


sucking insects. The principal re- 
medies of this sort are nicotine-sul- 
phate solutions, flshoil and 
other 


soap solutions, 
and kerosene-soap 


emulsion. 


Help in Combating Insects 


The insects most likely to appear 


in the vegetable garden are listed 
in the accompanying table.

Gardeners desiring additional in- 


formation in regard to insects aff- 
ecting vegetable -gardens should ap- 
play direct to the Bureau of Ento- 
mology, United States Repartinent 
of Agriculture,, or to the horticultur- 
al specialists of the Department, but 
it.should be understood that there 
is no publication covering the entire 
subject.

'^Control of Diseases and Insect En- 
emies .of the 'Home Vegetable Gar- 
den," treats of many plant foes and 
will be sent free upon application to 
the -Department. Specimens of in- 
sects, with some account of food 
plants and ravages, if sent with in- 
quiries, are of great value, wherever 
there is any doubt as.to the name or 
ehara'cter of the insect. 


',The gardener should, remember 


that many plant diseases and insects 
exist in the garden from year 
to 


year. At the end of the growing 
season, 
therefore, 
-the 
gardener 


should be carefully cleaned of rubb- 
ish and the stems of plants, leaves, 
and other remnants. Prompt burn- 
ing of the rubbish is sure to destroy 
many disease spores and many in- 
sects which may be present.
